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Council observer says 
synod should consider 
issues relating to women

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (NC) — The 
upcoming extraordinary synod to review 
Vatican II must concentrate on issues 
relating to women ‘‘since every critical 
issue in the Church today has to do with 
women,”’ according to Sister Mary Luke 
Tobin. 

The 77-year-old Sister of Loretto, who 
served as an official auditor of the Second 
Vatican Council, was in Kansas City to 
lecture and give a retreat at the St. Paul 
School of Theology. 


SISTER TOBIN, director of the 
Thomas Merton Center for Creative 
Exchange in Denver, was president of the 
Sisters of Loretto from 1958-70 and is 
known nationally for her work in peace 
and justice issues and spiritual formation. 


“‘The teachings of Vatican II and its 
message of openness to the future will not 
be taken back at the synod,”’ said Sister 
Tobin in an interview with the diocesan 
newspaper, The Catholic Key. 


‘‘We’re talking about an ecumenical 
council that included all the bishops of the 
world vs. a synod that is looking back and 
reviewing Vatican II,’’ she said. ‘I think 
it could be a great, profitable thing and I 
hope it will bring out more productive 
ways of implementing Vatican II among 
Catholics.”’ 


THE. EXTRAORDINARY synod, to 
be held Nov. 24-Dec. 8 in Rome, was 
called by Pope John Paul II to review the 
Second Vatican Council. A preparatory 
report on the American church recently 
submitted by Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
has urged the meeting at the Vatican to 
‘‘sive particular attention to women’s 
role in church society.”’ 


Sister Tobin said, ‘‘Almost every 
controversial issue in the Church — re- 
marriage, divorce, abortion, birth 


control, ordination of women, and others 
— has to do with women, so I would urge 


that women be participants in the synod 


and the decision-making process.

‘They should be involved not only as 
token women as we were at Vatican IJ — 
although we were not without effect and 
served on some commissions — but it was 
a tiny beginning and much more has to 
happen,”’ she said. 


“UNTIL WOMEN are included in 
decision-making we are going to continue 
to have problems in the Church because 
women do not have any voice,’’ she said. 
‘‘There’s a cry of the poor that the 
Church should listen to but there’s also a 
cry of women that’s not being answered 
and I don’t know what people are afraid 
of.”’ 


Affirmation as well as implementation 
of the teachings of Vatican II among 
American Catholics will not happen over- 
night, said Sister Tobin. 


While there. are varying degrees of 
assimilation of Vatican II among 
Catholics, she said, the process could be 
aided by more reinforcement of the 
council’s teachings through homilies and 
religious education programs. 


“ONE OF the faults along the way of 
implementing Vatican II_was not to have 


used the pulpit, our Catholic newspapers, 


and other media as implementation 
instruments,’’ Sister Tobin said. 


In her faith formation work Sister 
Tobin detects a growing interest among 
Catholics in spiritual direction and in 
reading about their faith as well as other 
Christian churches. 


‘‘We ought to take heart from these 
among Catholics instead of 
thinking that people are rejecting their 
faith,’’ she explained. 


THE CHALLENGE for the 
American church in coming years, she 
said, will be for lay Catholics to take the. 
initiative in implementing the spirit of 
Vatican II’s directives in their own 
parishes. 

“‘We allow ourselves to too readily 
become parochialized and don’t seek 
alternatives: — lay people are called to a 
vocation in the Church and need more 
encouragement and to be willing to take 
responsible roles,’’ she said.

Youth ‘important to the 
Church,’ speaker says

Youth Day Oct. 24 was a scene of 
listening and chattering, cheering and 
clapping, praying in silence and 
responding in song. 

Over 2,200 high school pupils from 65 
parishes and the five Catholic schools in 
the diocese poured into Golden Hall at 
the San Diego Convention and 
Performing . Arts Center. They were 
accompanied by youth group leaders, 
parents, and teachers. 


Father Edward Kaicher, director of the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries, which sponsored the event, 
welcomed them to the gathering called 
“Youth for the Kingdom.”’ 


‘‘You are important ,to the 
Church . . . we’re. excited that you’re 
here,’’ said Father Don Kimball during 
the opening assembly. The disc jockey in 
residence at St. Eugene Cathedral in 
Santa Rosa asked if the participants 
would introduce themselves to at least 10 
others during the day. They screamed an 
affirmative response. 


He also conducted a workshop on using 
popular music to provide insights into 
contemporary events and issues. ‘‘It’s 
time to quit hiding from the problems of 
sex, drugs, and loneliness,’’ he said. The 
Church should talk about both the 


‘‘positive and negative issues’’ expressed 
in popular songs. 

Music can be used to begin dialogue 
between teenagers and their parents, even 
though the latter are ‘‘scared by the very 
explicit lyrics.”’ 

The Satanic influence in rock music is 
minimal, he maintained, because young 
people are not swayed by songs, but by 


_ peer group influence. ‘‘Youth transfers 


dependency from their parents to peers.”’ 


He also called attention to young 
people’s ‘‘music prejudice’ that he 
described ‘as ‘‘not listening to - music 
someone else likes.”’ 


‘‘Heavy metal rock’’ music targeted 
for 12- to 15-year-olds is ‘‘collapsing”’ 
because the albums are not selling. 
Instead, people are copying them on 
tapes, said the priest who conducts youth 
rallies and workshops throughout the 
country. 

Angie Davidson, a sophomore at Our 
Lady of Peace Academy who attended 
Father Kimball’s workshop, _ believes 
music carries the ‘‘message of Jesus’’ and 
can be used ‘“‘in a positive way.”’ 

““God doesn’t speak to us only in the 
Bible; He speakes to us in songs,’’ said 
John Caballero, a ninth grader at St. 
Augustine High School.

SUMMIT REQUEST — USS. religious 
leaders have urged President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev to use their 
upcoming meeting to halt development of new 
nuclear weapon systems and to reduce nuclear 
stockpiles. A coalition of Catholic, Jewish, and 
Protestant leaders released the statement at a 
Washington press conference. Reagan and 
Gorbachev will meet in Geneva, Switzerland, 
Nov. 19-20 for their first summit. The 
statement asked the two leaders to agree to end 


nuclear weapons testing and to limit 
“qualitative improvements of nuclear 
weapons.”’ 


PRO-LIFE AMENDMENT — Action by 
key senators Oct. 21 added the Hyde 
amendment to an appropriations bill for the 
U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services and deleted a controversial allocation 
of $140 million for family planning. The 
compromise by Republican Sens. Orrin Hatch 
of Utah and Lowell Weicker of Connecticut set 
aside for separate hearings and action the 
family planning funding in the federal 
program known as Title X. The Hyde 
amendment prohibits federal funding of 
abortion by the Medicaid program except in 
cases where the woman’s life is endangered by 


pregnancy. 


FREE PREGNANCY TESTS — The 
Southern California Right-to-Life League will 
sponsor free pregnancy tests at licensed 
laboratories after a Superior Court judge 
barred the league from conducting such tests 
at its counseling centers. ‘“The judge’s ruling 
has only made it more difficult for us, but it 
has not shut us down,”’ said Susan Carpenter 
McMillan, a spokeswoman for the league. 
“‘We just meet the woman at the lab instead of 
her coming to the center, and then we deliver

SAN DIEGO — Those who have 


received divine revelation are impelled 
“‘to invite others to experience God’s 
love’’ found in community, Jack Mooney 
said at the ‘‘Hearts on Fire’’ gathering 
Oct. 19. 


The. event was sponsored by the 
diocesan offices of RENEW, religious 
education, and charismatic renewal. 


“EVANGELIZATION IS our job 
description... our right, duty, and 
joy,’’ the evangelist told about 700 people 
at the Al Bahr Shrine. ‘‘Through baptism 
we are called to share in the life and 
mission of the Church.’’ 


He based his address, ‘‘Our Immense 
Vocation,*." oni Pope » Paul’ VIrs 
exhortation On the Evangelization of the 
Modern World. 


“Evangelization is a mystery,’’ 
Mooney said, comparing it to outer 
space. ““The more we probe it, the more 
the mystery unfolds.”’ 


HE EXPLORED the mystery by 
describing the evangelization process and 
pointing out ways it can be accomplished. 


“Evangelization is the process of 
announcing Jesus Christ through the 
witness of our lives and through the words 
we speak. We invite people to enter into 
union with Him through the Church.”’ 


One group he targeted for ‘‘adult 
catechesis aimed at conversion to Jesus 
Christ’? are Catholics who have never 
experienced a personal relationship with 
Him. If our evangelizing is not aimed at 


this conversion, “‘it’s like rearranging the. 


deck chairs on the Titanic. The only 


THE UNCHURCHED — 58.2 per- 
cent of California’s population, according 
to a recent survey — is another field 
needing evangelization, he added. 


Mooney narrated Pope Paul VI’s 
response to a question regarding the 
salvation of a person who has never heard 
the name of Jesus: ‘‘God can save in any 
way He chooses. The better question is: 
Can we be saved if we don’t share the 
gospel with others?”’ 


An evangelist proclaims the gospel by a 
life of prayer and holiness, Mooney said. 
“‘We evangelize by the way we listen to 
people, accept, respect, and care for 
them.”’ 


HE CAUTIONED against indicting 
people with threats of God’s judgment. 
“That is not the Spirit of God,’’ he 
emphasized. ; 


Building Christ’s kingdom means 
working for social justice, said Mooney, 
who ministers to the poor in Juarez, 
Texas. He quoted Jean Vanier, founder 
of L’Arc communities, which serve the 
handicapped: ‘‘When we don’t hear the 
cry of the poor, we can’t hear God.”’ 


Mooney said an evangelist must 
“bring the light of Christ and His gospel’’ 
to economic, political, and_ scientific 
issues. “‘Any action in behalf of justice 
that is not rooted in prayer and in Jesus 
will lead to another form of injustice.’’ 


“OUR CALL is to be Christ’s 
presence’”’ in the neighborhood, school, 
supermarket, and factory, Mooney said, 
adding that an evangelist should strive to 
excel in his career. ‘‘We should always be 
ready to share the secret of our peace, joy, 
and hope.”’

Faith in a living church 

For the Sept. 21 issue of America, Archbishop John Quinn of 
San Francisco wrote an insightful article titled ‘‘Synod ’85: 
Keeping Faith with the Council.’’ The archbishop sees the Synod 
as an opportune time to renew the vision of the Second Vatican 
Council. 


In the 20 years since the end of the council, the archbishop 
states that the Church has become increasingly aware of two 
things that are ‘‘vastly different but which in some respects are 
only a hair’s breadth apart.’’ The first is what he refers to as 
“‘orthodoxy,’’ and the second is ‘‘integrism.’’ While the council 
supported orthodoxy, it sounded the death knell for integrism. 


Orthodoxy is ‘“‘the quality of Catholic faith that has an instinct 
for doctrinal wholeness and a concern to believe in ways that 
continue the apostolic heritage as witnessed by the living 
magisterium of the Church.’’ This continuity with the apostles 
affirms doctrinal development, adaptation to cultures, and 
consciousness of history.

Integrism, on the other hand, is a ‘‘chilling and destructive 
thing,’’ which ‘‘uses the vocabulary of orthodoxy’’ but is far 
from orthodox. ‘‘It believes that faith, the Church, and doctrine, 
coming from the past, must remain unaffected by the present or 
the future, must admit of no diversity of expression and have no 
new horizons of understanding.”’ 


Quinn sees integrism as ‘‘more dangerous than heresy in some 
.respects,’’ because ‘“‘if it were to reign the Church would become 
a frightened little enclave of people with closed minds.’’ He also 
sees the forthcoming Synod as the time to reaffirm orthodoxy and 
to move further away from integrism. i 


I think the archbishop has hit the nail on the head. We all 
know persons who have enshrined one era in the history of the 
Church as the era in which all truth was revealed and formulated. 
Such persons have a lamentable sense of history and a weak grasp 
on tradition, to say nothing of a mistrust of the abiding presence 
of the Holy Spirit. At the same time, they also have a lot of 
company. 

It is surely much more than just a Roman Catholic problem. 
Judaism has its Reformed, Conservative, and Orthodox 
congregations. The Church of England has High and Low 
Church as well as a simmering controversy about the translation 
of the Book of Common Prayer. Fundamentalists quarrel over 
various translations of the Bible and various definitions of 
scriptural inerrancy. 


It is a human problem — a problem that might be called terror 
in the face of change. If one denies the force of this terror, let 
them watch Iran strive for a changeless religious state. There is a 
deep human desire to hold fast and to be at rest, sometimes. It is 
a desire to venerate the wisdom and traditions of the ancients. 
When we get into trouble is when we idolize those traditions and 
make them an end in themselves. Then we no longer have 
tradition, we have traditionalism. 


I would hazard a guess that one reason why there is a problem 
with integrism is that the People of God have not always been 
treated with respect like adults. In the 20 years since the council, 
more could: have been done to educate. The meaning and 
significance of the traditions could have been taught so that the 
changes and developments that were introduced made more 
sense. Too often, the changes were simply in ceremonials and 
externals and not in thinking. Not enough reverence was paid to 
terror in the face of change. 


The upcoming Synod is a good time, as Archbishop Quinn 
writes, to keep faith with the Second Vatican Council. Part of 
keeping faith should be a more effective attempt to ground 
ourselves in our history and our tradition. Then we can 
appreciate the fact that development and growth have always 
been with us, as has the God who never changes.

Simple answer 


The biggest problem we have with the 
illegal immigration crisis is that no one 
knows just what the problem really is. 


The answer is very simple. Here it is: 


The Department of Immigration, with 
the President’s approval, should require 
all aliens to register with a selected agency 
immediately. The fee will be $50. They 
must also register within 15 days of Jan. 1 
every year.

It can be used for the entire 
nation or there may be a number of 
cooperating centers by states or regions.

20 good years for Catholics, Jews 


October 28, 1985, marked the 20th anniversary of the Second 
Vatican Council’s: historic declaration, Nostra Aetate, which 
condemned anti-Semitism and repudiated the ancient myth that 
the Jews were collectively responsible for the death of Jesus. 


After two decades it is clear that the.Nostra Aetate of Vatican 
II, far from being just a scrap of paper, has fundamentally 
changed the way Catholics and Jews view one another. While 
Catholic-Jewish tensions remain, the council has indeed changed 
attitudes and beliefs. 


For the nearly 19 centuries prior to October 1965, Jews had 
perceived the Church as an eternal adversary and a primary 
source of Christian anti-Semitism. Catholics believed that Jews 
had killed and rejected Jesus and had forfeited their covenant 
with God. For many Catholics the only good Jew was a converted 
Jew. 


Since Vatican II, mutual suspicions and stereotypes have been 
broken down and shattered. More - positive encounters have 
taken place in the past 20 years than in the preceeding 1900 
years. In 1967 American bishops established an Office on 
Catholic-Jewish Relations; and called for ‘‘frank and honest 
treatment of Christian anti-Semitism in our history books, 
courses, and curricula. Bishops in many countries have issued 
strong statements calling for improved relations. In February of 
this year, Pope John Paul said, ‘‘Anti-Semitism has been 
repeatedly condemned by the Catholic tradition as incompatible 
with Christ’s teaching.”’ 

Vatican II has irrevocably altered the way Jews and Catholics 
look at one another. We celebrate these 20 years of progress and 
redédicate ourselves to the ideal of ‘‘brotherly dialogue”’ 
enunciated in Nostra Aetate. May this 20th anniversary 
celebration be a mandate for further positive change and may our 
pursuit of mutual understanding and cooperation be an 
inspiration to the members of every human community.

The cause of Venerable Junipero Serra 
Part IV 


‘Harry Downie was kneeling on a platform he had constructed, 
about four feet down in the grave, just inches above where he 
figured the remains lay. He was insuring that there would be no 
pressure that might break the brittle skeletal remains. From that 
point on he used only a garden trowel and paintbrush to slowly 
and carefully probe and brush aside the dirt. 


He was visibly nervous, his hand trembling, as he handed me 
his first find. I took the cross, the only article of intrinsic value 
that was constantly worn by California’s ‘‘Gray Ox,’’ as he was 
called. 


The cross was approximately five inches in length and vaguely 
resembled a Maltese cross with a double crossbar. Using a sharp 
pencil, I carefully picked away the encrusted dirt, revealing what 
appeared to be embedded gems, or possibly just plain red glass. 
Or was it green? I should remember. It was only 42 years ago. 


As I stood watching Downie proceed to unearth the skull, my 
mind flashed back to my childhood. 


The year was 1927. I was completely absorbed in John Steven 
McGroarty’s stirring presentation of ‘‘The Mission Play’’ on the 
stage in the San Gabriel Mission Play House. In the last act while 
dusk descended, the Indians, quietly weeping, gathered around 
their beloved priest. As the evening sky slowly darkened, the 
saintly man haltingly uttered his last farewell, lay back his head, 
closed his eyes, and quietly joined his heavenly Father. Only a 
small, soft spotlight lit up his face, and then that also faded into 
darkness.. 


It was just an act, but a 12-year old is usually very impression- 
able, and, no doubt, the realism of this depiction remained in the 
recesses of my subconscious. Sixteen years later, I relived that 
part of my life. : 


Serra’s remains were taken into the Mortuary Chapel, spread 
out on tables, and numbered. Written reports were compiled and 
submitted by doctors working on the case. I photographed the 
various steps of the investigation and made several sets of films 
for the archives in Carmel, Santa Barbara, and the Vatican in 
Rome. A chemical analysis was done to determine whether there 
was any discrepancy in the two shin bones.

A woman died in our community a few weeks ago. I 
did not know her but had heard of her reputation as an 
alcoholic.

Greed isn’t enough f 


A surprise best-selling book this summer was Final 
Cut, subtitled Dreams and Disaster in the Making of 
Heaven’s Gate. The author, Steven Bach, once a vice 
president for the film company United Artists, lost his job 
as the studio lost its life, in the making of that movie (at a 
cost of $36 million). It was more talked about than seen by 
viewers. 


He tells the story of the fiasco honestly, candidly, 
revealing his and other executives’ failure of judgment, as 
well as the arrogant ego of film director Michael Cimino 
(reappearing this summer with another bad movie, The 
Year of the Dragon). How can that much money be spent 
on the making of a bum movie? Easily, if a person is 
egged on by the desire to win huge profits. That was the 
era of the block buster films (and it still continues), which 
promised extravagant rewards for all involved, but 
especially stockholders. 


IN THIS day of runaway films, even the National 
Council of Churches of Christ has decided to sound 
warnings. James M. Wall, editor of the Christian 
Century, an ecumenical weekly, has identified the disease: 
‘‘Driven by a lust for profit, the entertainment industry is 
careening out of control.’’ The council’s complaint: film- 
makers are outdoing their own limits as ‘‘to what they can 
do to offend public tastes.’’ The complaint, as the council 
defines it, is ‘‘no one’s in charge,’’ except to make big 
profits and then go for even bigger. 


There was a book some time ago titled, Greed Is Not 
Enough, for it is greed that is in charge in some American 
businesses. Adam Smith, the British philosopher who 
centuries ago wrote about capitalism, warned that greed 


of involving family, of encouraging pew participation, 
and of choosing music and readings. 


JUST AS important, they caution against pitfalls and 


share negative experiences of weddings they have. 


celebrated, little things like too-young flower girls who 
refused to walk down the aisle and had to be carried by a 
disgusted father of the bride. 


I urge couples planning a liturgy to invest in this tape as 
early as possible and listen to it together. Now is not too 
early for a next summer wedding. 


If you are a parent or friend of a young couple planning 
marriage, Your Wedding Liturgy Workshop would make 
an excellent engagement or Christmas gift. The authors 
need to be thanked publicly for gifting us with their 
insights and wisdom. 


I ALSO encourage pastors to invest in the tapes and 
listen to them closely to get a feel for the hopes of the very 
different couples they serve. So often I find the relation- 
ship between family and pastor suffers in planning a 
wedding liturgy. 

When the family has deep feelings about a song or 
reading and the pastor vetoes it out of hand with “‘We 
don’t do it that way here,’’ something is wrong. The issue 
needs to be raised of whose wedding it is. 


There is nothing new in that thought. Two 19th 
century savants, among many others, said it long ago. 
Elias Beadle, an American cleric, observed that ‘‘half the 
work that is done in this world is to make things appear 
what they are not.’’ Robert Southey, an English poet 
laureate went one better with: ‘‘How little do they see 
what is, who frame their hasty judgments upon what 
seems.”’ 


IF WE are not to judge on what seems — on what 
appears — on what are we to base our opinions or 
judgments? We are not comfortable without some form of 
judgment. We may not call it that, but whenever we 
categorize a person however kindly or flatteringly, we are 
making judgments and expecting that person to conform. 


We do not hear, for instance, that Mother Teresa 
suffers from depression or disillusion and frustration. She 
does not, it seems, in her ‘difficult work, ever succumb to 
anger and lack of charity in thought or word. Nor will she 
be allowed to — as far as public awareness is concerned — 
as long as we define our saints as unflaggingly committed, 
pious, kindly, and sweet-tempered, allowing them no 
human weaknesses. Yet, being human, she likely suffers 
from the occasional fall from grace. 


LIKE EVERYONE else, she should be permitted 
imperfection. Our inconsistencies and judgments’ of each 


could be one consequence of it. Yes, capitalism promotes 
self-interest, and that is not sinful, for as the adage 
reminds us: charity begins at home. However, without 
checks and balances, capitalism can easily slip into a race 
for huge profits with no regard as to who gets hurt. 


The bishops’ Pastoral on Economics, now in its second 
draft, was begun when one bishop asked someone to spell 
out the dangers of the capitalistic society. In the first draft 
of the pastoral document (it will never be a letter), that 
theme was sounded. However, anguished cries broke out 
that the bishops were attacking America. The second 
draft, therefore, is more positively directed, as it stresses 
the need for all Americans to be concerned for the 
poverty-stricken, lest pure self-interest on behalf of the 
capitalistic society bring deprivation. Signs indicate that 
some American businesses may have-moved far beyond 
self-interest, even if defenders of capitalism say it is not 
motivated by greed, but that it appeals to altruism — 
concern for the less fortunate. 


CLUES CAN be discerned of the far-reaching effects 
of greed in our society. As religious historian Martin 
Marty observes, the sudden revelations about our 
American spies provides a clue to our present discourse. 
One after another of the lawbreakers, when caught, 
revealed they betrayed the secrets of their country not for 
fame, nor glory, nor ideology. They did it for money, lots 
of money. 


Marty quotes Eileen Shannon of Newsweek: ‘“They are 
doing it by resorting to what appeared to be our greatest 
vulnerability — individual greed.’’ How naive we were, 
who read in the immediate past the novels of John Le 


Planning your wedding liturgy 


On the other hand, sometimes family wishes are 
inappropriate to a sacred liturgy and the pastor needs to 
explain why. The Friedman brothers deal with this a bit 
in their tapes but more needs to be considered. 


THE COUPLE’S first experience as family in church 
begins with planning their liturgy. If it is an unpleasant 
tug-of-war, it sets the tone for the after-wedding relation- 
ship with their church. If they are angry at how they were 
treated in planning and executing their nuptial liturgy, 
that anger doesn’t disappear after the honeymoon. 


Some pastors use the occasion to teach simplicity. They 
are upset by the amount of money involved in a wedding 
and adopt the attitude that it is their responsibility to 
teach other values. 


I believe this is a mistake. I, too, get disturbed at the 
costs of elaborate weddings, priests’ and bishops’ ° 
ordinations, and funerals. If it’s important to the 
individuals and families, that’s what counts. They are 
saying, ‘‘This celebration of this sacrament is this 
important to us.”’ 


When pastors and couples work together in harmony in 
planning the liturgy, the fruits are realized in an enriched 
relationship between them and their future church. I 
believe it is worthwhile to create a positive relationship 
and sharing these tapes should help.

other — even of ourselves — are bound to be erroneous. 
People are complex, and what may look contradictory or 
out of character is often no more than the expression of a 
part hitherto hidden. When we apologize for our 
behavior, saying, ‘‘I’m sorry, I am not myself,’’. we may 
really mean “‘I am not the self I want you to see’’ or “‘I 
am not the self you normally allow me to be.”’ 


Perhaps we make snap judgments and safely tuck 
others into a pigeonhole because we really do not want to 
spend the time thinking about someone else. In any case, 
people of true perception are rare enough for us to be 
astonished at the perception of Jesus, who was not afraid 
to look into people’s hearts to read what was there. 


As Christians we are called to look clearly at each other, 
to seek out what is in our hearts. We are meant to care 
enough to do that honestly, out of concern for the other 
rather than for ourselves. Someone once said that 
““perception seems a kind of inspiration; it gives the idea 
of prophecy.’’ When we perceive each other as we are and 
glimpse our potential, we can see what that means. 


People deserve to have us think the best of them, just as 
we deserve to have them think the best of us. This is the 
Christian way — God’s way with us. It is the very least 
we can do in His name.

Now we are in for a shock as we see our American spies 
are more in the American mold: money is their motive, 
money to live it up, which is what they think they deserve. 


DON’T DISCOUNT the greed motive. Notice those 
TV ads for airlines that show high-powered and ruthless 
business executives, traveling coast to coast to win a better 
price per share for the stock being taken over by 
conglomerates. Corporate executives are seen as little 
better than the Renaissance princes, stepping over others 
to gain’ the gigantic prizes and ‘‘golden parachute”’ 
retirement awards. 


See the appeals to greed in advertisements for state 
lottery prizes. Those who can ill afford it are asked to 
gamble to become millionaires overnight. Greed and its 
appeal are huckstered daily. 


The bishops will review the second draft of their 
economic pastoral at the November meeting. There will 
be many seeking to discredit it and them. After all, the 
document subtly does challenge something increasingly 
ugly on the American scene: not capitalism, but greed. 
Greed is also called avarice and is one of the seven capital 
sins. No, that doesn’t mean it is practiced only in 
Washington (although there’s a lot of it there), but that it 
is the parent of scores of other evils. Don’t deny its 
appeal. That’s why it’s hard to root out. Only conversion 
can do it.

It was the shortest of all the Second Vatican Council 


documents, but Nostra Aetate marked an effort by the 
Catholic bishops of the world to reverse one of the most 
shameful aspects of all Christian history: hatred and 
persecution of the Jews. 


Nostra Aetate, the Declaration on the Relationship of 
the Church with Non-Christian Religions, was approved 
by the council Oct. 28, 1965. 


IN ITS 1,100 words the declaration also urged 
Catholic appreciation of and dialogue with Moslems, 
Buddhists, Hindus, and adherents of other forms of 
religious belief. No other official statement in church 
history had treated the religious beliefs and commitments 
of non-Christians so affirmatively. 


The declaration’s 15 Latin sentences on Jews and 
Judaism, however, were of singular importance. 


Twenty years later it is scarcely possible to remember 
the degree to which Catholics commonly held Judaism 
and the Jewish people in contempt — and used Scripture 
and a distorted Christian ‘‘theology’’ to justify it. Even 
today, says Paulist Father Thomas Stransky, who helped 
draft the council document, American Catholics probably 
have a distorted perception of the Pharisees ‘in Jesus’ time 
as a group of hypocrites without realizing they were a 
school of religious thinkers singled out by Jesus to show 
that even the best of people could fail. 


THE COUNCIL stopped short of asking forgiveness 
for Christianity’s sins against the Jews. 


The world’s bishops declared that the Church 
“‘deplores the hatred, persecutions, and displays of anti- 
Semitism directed against the Jews at any time and from 
any source.’’ They firmly rejected once-common views 
that the Jews as a people were responsible for Christ’s 
death and that Jews are a people ‘‘repudiated and cursed 
by God.”’ They particularly objected to the use of 
Scripture for making such claims. 


The declaration urged positive recognition of the great 
“spiritual patrimony’’ held in common by Christians and 
Jews. It urged Catholic scholarship and _ religious 
education to promote such understanding. 


IT WAS ONE of two council documents in which the 
U.S. bishops played a major role. The other was the 
Declaration on Religious Freedom, widely regarded as 
the American document of Vatican II. 


Vatican II was not the first Christian body to condemn 
anti-Semitism. However, Nostra Aetate is widely 
recognized as the starting point of serious efforts by many 
other Christian churches, as well as by Catholics, to end

anti-Semitism and to foster mutual understanding and 
appreciation. 


Christian education 


In a council whose hallmark was fresh, innovative 
thought, the Second Vatican Council’s Declaration on 
Christian Education, Gravissimum Educationis, stands 
out chiefly for its reaffirmation of many traditional 
Catholic principles of education. 


Passed by the council fathers Oct. 28, 1965, the 
declaration affirmed again the Church’s teaching that 
parents have the primary right and duty to see to their 
children’s education, that every person has ‘‘an 
inalienable right to an education,’’ and that all education 
ought to be aimed at integrating ‘‘physical, moral, and 


intellectual’’ development. 


UPHOLDING THE view that Christian faith 
permeates one’s whole life, so that religion cannot be 
isolated from other dimensions, the document called on 
Catholic parents to send their children to Catholic schools 
if possible and to support those schools to the extent that 
they could. 


It also urged the state, as a matter of justice, to 
subsidize religiously run schools as well as secular public 


~ education, so that parents could exercise a true freedom of 


conscience in their choice of education for their children. 


While the document broke no new ground in such 
areas, much of what it said took on new meaning in light 
of other conciliar decisions, and it incorporated a new 
tone, spirit, and language from other council statements. 


WHERE CATHOLIC schools before had often been 
looked upon as havens to protect Catholic youth from the 
dangers and errors of modern secular society and 
pluralism, the declaration took a positive rather than 
suspicious stance toward the wider world. It spoke of 
Catholic schools serving to “‘further the dialogue between 
the Church and the family of man”’ and of the need for 
Catholic-school teachers to take advantage of ‘‘modern- 
day findings’’ in educational techniques. 

Catholic schools, it said, should contribute to ‘‘the 
progress: of culture itself’’ and should teach their students 
“‘to promote effectively the welfare of the earthly city.” 


Council treats education, anti-Semitism — 


The declaration called on Catholic schools to ‘‘show 
special concern’’ for the needs of the materially poor and 
those who are disadvantaged in other ways. 


It urged Catholic higher education to pursue ‘‘the 
whole enterprise of advancing higher culture”’ in a spirit 
of freedom and commitment to truth. 


Biblical emergence 


The Second Vatican Council gave new importance to 
God’s word in all areas of church life, and it explicitly 
addressed the question of revelation in one of its most 
important documents. 


The Dogmatic Constitution on Divine Revelation, also 
known as Dei Verbum (God’s Word), was approved by the 
bishops of the council on Nov. 18, 1965, during the 
council’s last session. That and the Dogmatic 
Constitution on the Church were the only two of 16 
council documents called ‘‘dogmatic:”’ 


THE FIRST draft of the document, which started with 
Scripture and tradition as distinct sources of revelation, 
was severely criticized by the bishops when it was 
discussed in November 1962 at the council’s first session. 


In one of his most important direct interventions in the 
council, Pope John XXIII overrode a two-thirds vote 
rule, confirmed the wishes of a majority of council fathers, 
and set up a new commission to rewrite the document. 


The resulting document was more biblical and 
historical in tone and orientation. It focused first on God’s 
revelation of Himself and His will, and then on ‘‘how it is 
handed on.”’ 


INSTEAD OF highlighting differences between 
Scripture and tradition, it emphasized the ‘‘close 
connection and communication’’ between the two. ‘‘For 
both of them, flowing from the same divine wellspring, in 
a certain way merge into a unity and tend toward the 
same end,”’ it said. 


The text strongly encouraged modern biblical scholar- 
ship, and its most immediate importance was for Bible 
scholars, theologians and teachers, rather than as a 
document with immediate practical effects on everyday 
church life. 


Dei Verbum was a framework document, however, 
which has to be viewed along with the other conciliar 
documents. 


THE LITURGICAL reform mandated by the council 
called for all the liturgy to be more biblically oriented, 
resulting for example in the three-year cycle of scripture 
readings for Mass, and the mandate for homilies to focus 
on those readings. - 


The document on priestly formation called for 
Scripture to be the heart of both academic and spiritual 
formation of future priests. 


Other council documents treated issues ranging from 
the nature of the Church to authority in the Church to 
ecumenism from a heavily biblical perspective, lending 
their witness to the importance of that approach in all 


‘areas of church life. 


Knights give generously to charity 


LOS ANGELES — California Knights of Columbus 
disbursed more than $2 million for charitable and 
benevolent causes within the state during 1984, according 
to Frank Nigro, state deputy for the group. Knights also 
gave more than 73,000 hours of volunteer service during 
the year. 


State figures were compiled from a survey of 352 
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councils and assemblies representing 79 percent of the 


state membership. 


NATIONALLY, THE Knights disbursed more than 
$55 million dollars to charity and volunteered 14.4 
million hours of community service. 


Volunteer services included work with youth, hospitals, 
orphanages, retirement homes, and  church-related 
activities. 

Over the last 15 years, the Knights have donated more 
than $398 million to charity. More than 106 million hours 
of volunteer work have been given by the Knights. 


The Knights charitable activities take place in 


communities in the United States, Canada, Mexico, the 
Phillipines, Puerto Rico, Guatemala, Guam, the Virgin 
Islands, Panama, and the Dominican Republic.. Current 
membership is 1,415,005, the highest in the group’s 
history. 
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University begins institute for lay ministry

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘The time is ripe for a program of 
this nature, a program that is a unique contribution of the 
American Catholic Church,’’ said Father Ronald 
Pachence. 


Father Pachence, director of the Institute for Christian 
Ministry, is enthusiastic about the prospects of the newly 
formed institute that is an expansion of the Department of 
Religious Studies at the University of San Diego. 


PLANNING FOR the center began two years ago.” 


Although the center originally was conceived as an 
institute for spirituality that would focus on prayer, thé 
need for practical skills among professionals who minister 
in the Church surfaced during discussions among the 
religious studies staff members. 


“‘Those who have received a master’s degree in 
religious education found that once in a parish 
community they became involved in other facets of 
ministry,’’ said Father Pachence. ‘“They needed to 
respond not only to education on all levels in the parish 
community, but also to prayer life, liturgical areas, and 
social justice issues. 


Institute courses are designed not only toward helping 
professionals in church ministry, but also toward 


expanding the spiritual dimensions of the average 
Christian, explains Sacred Heart Sister Irene Cullen, 
coordinator of the institute’s non-degree program.

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‘““‘WE REALIZE that people have the opportunity 
everyday to help others,’’ she said. ‘“‘Our baptismal 
commitment requires us to carry the gospel message into 
the marketplace — whether that be at our work or just in 
our neighborhood. Our objective is to help the average 
Christian feel more comfortable in doing that — to do it 
with confidence and gracefulness.’’ ‘ 


The institute offers a master of arts degree in practical 
theology, which is coordinated by Dr. Helen deLaurentis. 
At this time 60 students are enrolled in the degree 
program. 


According to Dr. deLaurentis, studies for the Practical 
Theology course are identical to those required for 
obtaining a degree in religious education. Core courses 
include religious studies, pastoral ministry, and 
spirituality/social justice. Students who are not 
concentrating in religious education will concentrate on 
elective areas. 

PRACTICAL THEOLOGY courses offer the 
students a way to talk about the diversified roles in which 
a religious educator becomes involved and to make a 
choice in the area of one’sexpertise. 

The non-degree program that begins in February 1986 
will offer a variety of skills and enrichment courses. 


Offerings will include training in various facets of 


ministry — pastoral, women, separated and divorced, 
youth and young adult — as well as leadership training, 
multi-cultural awareness, pastoral counseling and 
spiritual direction. Justice and peace, prayer and 
meditation will also be among the course offerings. Mini- 
courses in theology and Scripture will include themes on 
Jesus, the Church, Christian ethics, sacraments, and 
biblical theology. 

The institute -sees itself as a resource for deaneries and 
parishes, said Sister Cullen. “‘We will be available to set 
up programs, such as an Advent or Lenten series, at the 
request of a particular parish or group. An adult 
education series can also be arranged,’’ she said. 


‘HOWEVER, WE are not in competition with the 
diocese (in scheduling programs for teaching 
certification),’’ explained Father Pachence. “‘We want to 
reach those who are not involved directly in a teaching 
situation. Our programs will be directed to those who are 
interested in enhancing the services that are organic to the 
Christian’s baptism — ordering, serving, and 
proclaiming the gospel message.”’ 


Father Pachence sees evidence that many Catholics 
today are confused when they are told to reclaim their 
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ministry. ‘“They are unsure about what that means and 
are hesitant to tread where they may not belong,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The Institute for Christian Ministry wants to help 
prepare Christians to meet that ministry within the 
bounds of church teaching.”’ 


With the increasing shortage of priests and Religious 
that is occurring in the Church, institute members see the 
laity as a vital force for the Church’s survival as it heads 
into the 21st century. 


‘““MINISTRY BELONGS to the disciple,’ said 
Father Pachence. ‘“That is patently clear both in Paul and 
in Matthew’s gospel. We have no right to change the 
gospel mandate.”’

Workshops focused on the social justice 
theme. 


Dominican Sister Miriam ‘Therese 
MacGillis challenged her workshop 
audience to save the earth whose survival 
is being threatened by modern 
technology. 


“‘The earth is not a dumping ground 
for toxic wastes’’ that poison’ marine life 
and make them extinct, said the founder 
and director of an organic farm. 


‘*There is only one ocean, a single salt 
water system flowing through all cells.’’ 
The earth and human bodies are 70 
percent salt water. She predicted that if 
people do not stop polluting the ocean, 
toxins there will eventually poison the 
clouds, rains, soil, and crops. 


Using chalkboard diagrams, she 
explained that the history of the universe 
is focused in each person. ‘‘The atoms in 
your hand were created at the time the 
universe originated,’’ she explained, 
adding that new matter does not come 
into existence, but changes form. ‘‘God is 
present in this process... you are His 
unique creation,”’ she said. 


“Every word and action vibrates 
through the whole world. . . . When your 
thinking is negative, the earth struggles 
with hatred.’’ 


Clayton Barbeau, another workshop 
speaker, underscored the ‘‘contributions 
we can make to the human condition. A 
single (positive) thought can strengthen 
another person,”’ the author and educator 
said. 


“‘Our most casual conversation can 
have enormous consequences.”’ If a 
13-year old who attempted suicide doesn’t 
turn herself around, it’s because kids are 
not supportive,’’ he said. 


Citing 300,000 abortions that resulted 
from a million unwanted pregnancies last 
year, he said that a person who sees God 
will help these girls bring their fetuses to 
birth. ‘‘That’s social justice in action,” 


_ he advised. 


He mentioned a Christian 
fundamentalist group in Pennsylvania 
that advertises its services to ‘‘deliver and 
raise unwanted babies.”’ 


Some youth who have been ‘‘given up 
for adoption need your witness to know 
they are worthwhile,’’ said Barbeau, who

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Church 
officials worldwide are preparing to assess 
the impact of the Second Vatican Council 
at a time when Catholic authorities dis- 
agree over whether applications of its 
teachings have been generally good or 
bad. An extraordinary Synod of Bishops, 
scheduled by Pope John Paul II for Nov. 
24-Dec. 8, is to be the forum for a study of 
how the council teachings have been 
applied in the past two decades. 


Changes in worship 


The Second Vatican Council changed 
the face of Catholic worship and involved 
the laity more actively in its practice. 
Since the council, Catholics have been 
urged to: respond at Mass, carry gifts in 
the Offertory. procession, proclaim the 
Word of God, distribute the Eucharist, 
and, occasionally, dance. 


In the Latin rite, the language of the 
people has replaced Latin as the language 
of the Mass. 


THE CONSTITUTION on the 
Sacred Liturgy (Sacrosanctum 
Concilium), the basis of the reforms, was 
the first document of the council to be 
completed and was approved by a 2,147 
to 4 vote. 


Promulgating the decree on Dec. 4, 
1963, Pope Paul VI called liturgical 
reform ‘‘the first invitation to the world to 
break forth in happy and _ truthful 
prayer.’’ The council said that the aim of 
reform was the ‘‘full and active 
participation by all the people.’’ 


Work on reform of the liturgy 
advanced more rapidly than reform in 
other areas of church life because 
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liturgists had come to the council primed 
by history. Such work had begun 60 years 
before the council, at the urging of Pope 
Pius X. 


THE COUNCIL highlighted the place 
of Scripture in the Mass and sacramental 
rites. Sermons became more Scripture- 
based. 
One result, the British bishops said in a 
report submitted to the Vatican prior to 
the extraordinary synod, is that ‘“‘the 
Word of God has been more thoroughly 
heard as the source of enlightenment and 
animation of the community of 
believers.”’ 


The council also called ‘‘for legitimate 
variations and adaptations (of the liturgy) 
to different groups, regions, and peoples, 
especially in missionary countries.”’ 


“LITURGICAL PARTICIPATION 
by the laity has increased enormously,”’ 
said Bishop. James Malone, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, in his presynod report. 

Thousands of laity have been trained as 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist, 
often taking daily Communion to the 
homebound. 


Inculturation in mission countries was 
more dramatic. In some African 
countries, members of the Offertory 
procession danced to the altar. In parts of 
India profound bows replaced genuflec- 
tions and oil lamps replaced candles. 
Handclapping, shuffling of feet, and 
swaying in rhythm to music entered 
spontaneously into the liturgy in 
Zimbabwe. 


AT A MEETING of heads of national 
liturgical commissions at the Vatican last 
year, bishops from missionary countries 
said that laity preside over liturgical 
services where there is a shortage of 
priests. 

Along with change, the adaptations of 
the council teachings over the past 20 
years have alos raised problems, said 
several observers. They reported that 
increased lay participation highlighted 
discrimination against women. 


Many criticized the Church’s refusal to 
permit women to be officially installed as 
acolytes and ministers of the Eucharist, 
although they perform these roles 
regularly without official stamp. 


THE BISHOPS’ conferences of 
England, Wales, Ireland, and Scotland, 
at the same meeting, said that the ban 
“‘preserves the unfortunate impression 
that the Church regards women as 
second-class citizens.”’ 


In their presynod report, the British 
bishops also criticized use of exclusively 
masculine liturgical language, saying dis- 
quiet over the issue ‘‘will undoubtedly 
grow in importance during the next 
decade.”’ 


Canadian Father Gaston Fontaine, 


speaking at the Vatican liturgical 
meeting, spoke of ‘‘insufficient 
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preparation of homilies.’’ The priest, who 
was a consultant to the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, blamed ‘‘negligence, lack of time, 
biblical ignorance, lack of working 
materials, and the difficulty of biblical 
texts.”’ 


FATHER FONTAINE cited 
inadequate liturgical formation for 
catechists, priests, and deacons. He said 
“‘many bishops totally lack in leadership 


in the liturgical domain and the 
cathedrals are rarely models of 
celebration.”’ 


Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, has been concerned about the 
role of silence. ‘“The impression arose 
that there was only ‘active participation’ 
when there was discernible external 
activity — speaking, singing, preaching, 
reading, shaking hands. It was forgotten 
that the council also included silence.”’ 


He said silence ‘‘facilitates a really 
deep, personal participation, allowing us 
to listen inwardly to the Lord’s words.”’ 
The cardinal’s comments were contained 
in a book The Ratzinger Report, 
published this year and based on inter- 
views with him, 


ANOTHER AREA of concern is the 
follow-up to Vatican II’s revision of the 
sacrament of penance. 


Bishop Malone cited a special need ‘‘to 
encourage regular reception of the 
sacrament of penance,’’ which no longer 
attracts large numbers of penitents in the 
Western world. 


Dominican Superior General Father 
Damien Byrne said Vatican II asked for 
revision but ‘‘we’ve only tinkered with it. 
We have not come to grips with the need 
for counseling. Most churches do not 
have facilities for counseling in them.”’ 


FATHER BYRNE, who is also grand 
chancellor of the Angelicum University, 
advocates widespread use of general 
absolution without individual confession 
as now required by the Church. 


“Experience has shown that general 
absolution has brought people back to the 
Church who later have sought out the 
Church for advice, counseling, and 
individual confession,’’ he said. 

In his book, The Ratzinger Report, 
Cardinal Ratzinger noted that the stress 
on the community aspect of worship has 
led to a narrowing of the concept of the 
Eucharist. 


“‘THE MASS is not only a meal 


among friends who have come together to 


remember the Lord’s last supper,’’ he 
said. It is the ‘“‘common sacrifice of the 
Church, in which the Lord prays with us 
and for us and communicates himself to 


? 


us. 


“It is the sacramental renewal of 
Christ’s sacrifice,’’ the cardinal said, and 
its power ‘‘extends to all men, those 
present and those far away, the living and 
the dead.”’ 
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South Africa may be entering “critical phase’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 


struggle to end racial discrimination in 
violence-torn South Africa has reached a 
“critical phase,’’ said an official of the 
southern African bishops’ conference. 


“‘Apartheid, whether it wants to or not, 
certainly will be dismantled,’’ Father 
Smangaliso Mkhatshwa, the conference’s 
45-year-old secretary general and a well- 
known anti-apartheid activist, said. 


HE CITED prolonged protest in his 
country and in other nations against apar- 
theid as evidence of a new phase in the 
“*struggle.’’ 


Father Mkhatshwa, the first black to 
hold the conference post, was under 
banning orders by the South African 
government from 1977 to 1983. The 
banning order, which prohibited him 
from making any public statements and 
restricted his movements and activities, 
was put into effect after the priest was 
accused of fomenting public disturbances. 


The Catholic Church has joined others 
in a push for peaceful change to’a just 
social system in South Africa and 
Namibia, the neighboring territory that 
South Africa administered for years, he 
said during an interview at U.S. Catholic 
Conference headquarters in Washington. 


SOME OF their efforts have been 
frustrated, he said. He noted that South 
African President Pieter W. Botha 
refused to meet with church leaders 
protesting his approval of a South Africa- 
sponsored transitional government to 
oversee independence elections in 
Namibia. The churchmen argued that the 
government was unelected and that an 
existing U.N. independence plan was the 
only legitimate formula. 


Except for the white Dutch Reformed 
churches, which underpin the white 
Afrikaner society, South African 
Christian churches ‘‘have really tried to 
identify themselves with the people who 
are trying to bring about social change,”’ 
the priest said. 


Father Mkhatshwa was in the United 
States to participate ina Lutheran World 


Federation meeting on Age. at which 
he was the keynote speaker. 


FOR THE past 18 months, South 
Africa has been marked by violent clashes 
between government forces and mostly 
non-white, anti-apartheid protestors. 
More than 700 people, mostly black 
South Africans, have been killed during 
that period. 


Observers of the South African scene 
said the level of protest and violence is 
unprecedented. 


Father Mkhatshwa said the er irugale 
will be intensified.’’ He also said ‘he 
feared ‘‘a lot of ugly things will happen”’ 
because the ruling regime will not “‘give 
in.’’ South Africans must brace ‘‘for a 
long, long struggle,’’ he said. 


THE CATHOLIC bishops have made 
their position clear, Father Mkhatshwa 
said. 


They have called for an end to the state 
of emergency imposed July 20 in 36 black 
townships, calling it “‘immoral,’’ he said. 
They have also called for the release of 
imprisoned black leader Nelson Mandela 
and others, and have said that exiled anti- 
apartheid groups, such as the African 
National Congress, ‘‘should be 
unbanned,’’ Father Mkhatshwa said. 


He said the bishops probably could do 
more, particularly in promoting ‘‘real, 
open dialogue among all groups and 
persons’’ in the country. 


FATHER MKHATSHWA also said 
that South African Catholic seminarians 
are beginning to look ‘‘much more’’ at 
the question of peace and justice. He said 


they realize they cannot ‘“‘live in 
isolation’’ from society while they study 
for the priesthood. 

Some seminarians have organized 


discussion groups and have invited 
speakers on apartheid and the civil 
conflict to brief them, the priest said. 


On Sept. 5 a multiracial group of 
seminarians marched into South Africa’s 
government headquarters in Pretoria 
demanding economic justice and an end 
to apartheid.

The country is so polarized that many 
believe justice can only be won by violent 
revolution and the priest said ‘‘I find it 
extremely difficult to work in a situation 
like that.’’ 


“ONE CAN understand the anger of 
the people and those who say ‘I’m bloody 
fed up,’ ”’ he said.

Standing room only 


at USAF academy chapel 


By John Pearring 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (NC) — The four 
pillars of character at the U.S. Air Force Academy are the 
academic, military, athletic, and spiritual aspects of a 
cadet’s life, said Shak Morgan, a sophomore from 
Shreveport, La. 

‘‘We are told the last is not the least,’’ said Morgan, 
one of 2,200 Catholic cadets, who form a large parish 
directed by Father Dan Matusiewicz. 

FORTY-EIGHT PERCENT of the cadets at the Air 
Force Academy are Catholic, nearly the same percentage 
as ‘attend other service academies, the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N.Y. (45 percent) and the U.S. 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md. (44 percent).

According to the Air Force cadets, a strong faith life 
begins with the ‘‘doolie’’ basic training. At basic training 
the cadets are driven hard but are given time for daily 
Mass where many reflect on their decision to be at the-Air 
Force Academy. 


“It’s a respite from the busy day and they know they 
are not going to get yelled at,’’ said Father Matusiewicz. 


“THE DOOLIES learn right away that the only thing 
they can lean on is themselves and their faith,’’ said Mary 
Elizabeth Donohue, a ‘‘firsty,’’ or senior at the academy. 
Miss Donohue, from South Glen Falls, N.Y., is one of the 
squadron reps on the academy’s parish council. 


According to members of the parish council and Father 
Matusiewicz, the 9 a.m., 11 a.m. and the 6:30 p.m. 
Masses are standing room only. Weekday Mass is held 
twice a day at the cadet chapel and brings 75 to 80 cadets 


to each liturgy. 


The parish council is made up of 40 squadron reps, 
four members of the executive board who are called group 
representatives, four elected officers, and three ministers 
in charge of lectors, eucharistic ministers, and acolytes. 


““THE PRESSURES of being a cadet might heighten 
your awareness of a spiritual life,’’ said Miss Donohue. 
“Tt just makes you stop and take a look,’’ she said. 


Gen. Winfield Scott, superintendent of the school, is a 
Catholic and attends daily Mass at the chapel whenever 
he is on campus. 


“He is an excellent role model for the cadets,’’ said 
Father Matusiewicz. 


FATHER MATUSIEWICZ said that the cadets are 
extremely interested in ministry and efforts for reaching 
out to the poor but because of their intense work schedules 
and academic requirements, they do not have time. 


Among their activities are council dialogues, discussion 
groups, and scripture readings. 


Father James Tubridy, pastor of the Most Holy Trinity 
parish at West Point, said the Army cadets face the same 
type of demands. as the Air Force students and also 
remain very active in the church. He said that they are 
inovlved in all facets of the weekday and Sunday Masses, 
have three choirs, teach catechism, and organize retreats 
and discussion groups. 

Ellen Gallagher, spokeswoman for the Naval ike 


said that the midshipmen are likewise actively involved in 
all facets of church life.

Friendly priest makes Mass more prayerful 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — When a priest starts 
Sunday Mass on a friendly note, not only does he form a 
rapport that lasts through the Mass, but the people are 
more likely to be prayerful, said a liturgy study issued in 
October. 


If the celebrant makes no opening remarks or fails to 
strike a friendly note in them, ‘‘the whole liturgy is likely 
to be stiff and formal in tone,’’ the study said. 


THE PARISH liturgy study, Report No. 5 of the 
Notre Dame Study of Catholic Parish Life, was dated 
August but released in October. How parishes celebrate 
Mass on Saturday evenings and Sundays was one part of 
an in-depth study of 36 parishes carefully selected to 
provide a representative cross-section of U.S. Catholic 
parish life. 


To analyze the quality of liturgical life, teams 


* consisting of a liturgy specialist and a sociologist 


specializing in field research were sent to each of the 
parishes to observe its chief Sunday Mass and a secondary 
Mass, if there was one, on Saturday evening or Sunday 
morning. In’all, 70 Masses were studied. 


The report was jointly written by Mark Searle, a 
liturgist, and David Leege, a sociologist and senior 
research director of the parish study project. 


SUMMARIZING THE impact of the Second Vatican “ 
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Council’s liturgy reforms, the report said, ‘‘Liturgies, 
which are clearly what Vatican II had in mind, tend to 
score lower than average in terms of awareness of the 
sacred and formal ritual, but to be marked by more 
fervent participation, stronger sense of community, and 
good rapport between priest and congregation. Liturgies 
that are very formal show a corresponding lack of 
community awareness but a strong sense of the sacred.”’ 


In general, but without a sharp dichotomy, it said, the 
tone of urban and suburban liturgies tends to be more 
“‘horizontal,’’ or oriented toward the assembled 
community, while that of rural liturgies tends to be more 
“‘vertical’’ in orientation. 


The study found that most Catholics now receive 
Communion regularly when they attend Mass. ‘‘In 90 
percent of the Masses observed, more than three-quarters 
of the congregation received Communion,’’ the report 
said. 


Formal liturgies show a 
corresponding lack of 
community awareness but a 
strong sense of the sacred. 


IT SAID that use of the Communion cup, even where 
available, was not as common. It said the cup was 
available at slightly less than half the Masses studied, but 
only in one-third of those cases did a majority of the 
people drink from it. : 


The report also said that a liturgical practice advocated 
by popes since the 18th century — using for Communion 
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only hosts that were consecrated at the same Mass — is 
still not practiced widely. The observers reported that pre- 
consecrated hosts reserved in the tabernacle were used 
along with newly consecrated ones in 80 percent of the 
Masses. 


““The missalettes, as a class, do not come off well in our 
data,’’ the report said. Weak participation by the people, 


_ poor rapport between celebrant and congregation, poor 


music selection, and sermons not linked to readings of the 
day were among phenomena observers linked with 
reliance on missalettes. 


THE REPORT said, however, that the generally 
lower quality of liturgical preparation and celebration in 
parishes that relied heavily or-exclusively on missalettes 
could be due to a number of different factors. 


The very presence of hymnals or song books in the 
pews ‘‘suggests that parish leadership places a premium 
on congregational participation ...and will devote 
financial and personnel resources to it,’’ it said, so 
reliance on missalettes might be a symptom rather than a 


cause of the problem. 


Among other findings in the report were: 

¢ Girls or women served at the altar in about 10 
percent of the Masses observed. Men outnumbered 
women slightly among the lay eucharistic ministers 
involved in the Masses observed. 

© Homilies 80 percent of the time focused on the 
readings of the day, as urged by liturgical norms. On 
Sundays the homily usually lasted from 10 to 15 minutes, 
but at Saturday evening Masses it tended to be shorter or 
longer. 

e The Creed was Siaued about one-eighth of the 
time. 

© Congregational singing was generally one of the 
weakest points of celebration. ‘‘In only 12 percent of all 
Masses did the overwhelming majority of the people join 
in hymn singing; in another 18 percent at least two-thirds 
joined in.”’ 

© The best singing occurred when the musical 
selections were appropriate for the liturgy of the day and 
when there was a good mix of musical responsibilities 
between congregation and song leaders, so that the 
congregation was not expected to do all or almost none of 
the singing. ;

Collegiality ordered to service, not power 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Gollegiality 
is not a power struggle between the pope 
and the bishops, but shared authority., 
said Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of 
the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. : 

Through collegiality, the pope and 
bishops cooperate to achieve the 
sacramental unity of the Church, he said 
in a speech at a church conference in the 
southeastern Italian city of Foggia. 

THE CARDINAL also said that a 
local church is defined by its’ unity with its 
pastor and the hierarchy. 

The text of the cardinal’s speech was 
published in the Oct. 27 edition of the 
Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano. 


‘The debate over collegiality is not a 
debate between the pope and the bishops 
about the part they each have in church 
power,’’ said Cardinal Ratzinger, ‘‘nor is 
it properly a dispute about juridical form 
and institutional structure.’’ 


“INSTEAD, COLLEGIALITY is, in 
its essence, ordered to that service which 
is the true and proper service of the 
Church: divine service,’’ he added. 


Cardinal Ratzinger said the best 
example of the unity willed by Christ is 
found in the Mass, where people from 
throughout the world can share in the 
sacramental nature of the Church. He 
said that sharing is ‘‘tied in the strictest 
manner’ to the ‘‘idea of episcopal

Analisis 


Por el P. Luis F. Bernal 


Después de dos ajios largos (12/12/83 a 8/15/85) de 
promoci6n y esfuerzo entre los hispanos de los Estados 
Unidos (20 millones en el Censo Nacional de 1980), se 
logré en Washington el aporte de 133 didcesis en 40 
estados que representaban a mas de 300,000 participantes 
en las comunidades parroquiales donde conocieron el 
sentido, la importancia y la urgencia de los cinco grandes 
asuntos que el grupo hispano nacional necesita atender 
para cumplir debidamente su misidén en la Iglesia 
Catolica, dentro de la sociedad americana, a saber: 
Evangelizacién, Educacidn Integral, Justicia Social, 
Juventud, Formacién de Lideres. 


Ese fermento de los 300,000 debe continuar ahora su 
accién multiplicadora entre la muchedumbre de los 
hermanos. Empieza pues ahora el follow up, la 
continuidad, la segunda parte del III Encuentro. 


ALGUIEN DIJO que ‘‘nadie como los hispanos tiene 
tantas juntas con tan poca eficacia.’’ Esta, como la 
mayoria de las opiniones humanas, és en parte verdadera 
y en parte equivocada. 


Desde los afios 60 cuando despert6 nuestra conciencia 
de grupo necesitado de una pastoral adecuada a 
condiciones especificas, hemos tenido tres encuentros 
nacionales (1972, 1977, 1985) en 25 afios, que han dejado 
amplias y hondas repercusiones eficaces en nuestra vida 
de catdlicos y ciudadanos. 


El Primer Encuentro nos cred los instrumentos 
estructurales indispensables para una institucidn social 
como la Iglesia: el secretariado nacional en Washington, 
D.C., los centros regionales de investigacién, reflexidn, 
formacién; las oficinas y organismos de promocidn y 
toma de decisiones a todos los niveles (regidn, didcesis, 
parroquia) de la Iglesia. Inclusive, con el I Encuentro 
empezamos a participar en la jerarquia de la nacidn con el 
Obispo Patricio Flores; hoy hay dos arzobispos, siete 
ordinarios y 10 auxiliares. 


El I Encuentro nos creo 
los instrumentos estructurales... 
para una institucion social 
~ como la Iglesia 


CUANDO OCURRIO el Segundo Encuentro (1977), 
estaban recientes las grandes urgencias del Tercer Sinodo 
Romano por la evangelizacién (1974) y la obra maestra 
de Paulo VI, la Evangelii Nuntiadi (1975). También 
entonces los hispanos redescubrimos que muchos de los 
nuestros estaban bautizados, pero no evangelizados. Por 
eso la evangelizacidn se planted como tema central del 
Encuentro (considerada en los ministerios, en los 
derechos, en la responsabilidad politica, en la educacién, 
en la unidad y pluralismo). Podriamos afirmar que el II 
Encuentro evangelizé, prepard, adoctrind, a los dirigentes 
hispanos, a los lideres, a los organizadores y gufas de las 
comunidades. Pero no habfa sonado atin la hora de llegar 
directa, completa y definitivamente con el pueblo. 


El] Tercer Encuentro, especialmente a través de la 
encuesta mucho mds abundante e inmediata, hecha para 
detectar la realidad actual de los hispanos en el pais, nos 
ha puesto otra vez ante una verdad abrumadora: el 80% 
de nuestros catdlicos hispanos estan bautizados, pero no 
evangelizados. Vinieron ya adultos (la mayorfa) de sus 


paises de origen, sin sus sacerdotes; por su circunstancia 
socio-econdémico-politica (tercer mundo), la pobreza y el 
apremio por buscar el pan diario no les dejaron mucho 
margen para recibir educacién religiosa; son pocos los que 
después del bautismo han recibido una catequesis formal 
y poquisimos los que llegan al matrimonio con una 
verdadera preparaci6n sacramental. 


La mayoria, una vez bautizados, han vivido alejados de 
la prdctica cristiana; pero tienen en el fondo una fe 
tradicional profunda y una religiosidad popular (muchas 
veces no evangelizada) heredadas y transmitidas a través 
de costumbre y medios culturales mezclados 
frecuentemente con confusas supersticiones y fanatismos 
primitivos.

AL EMIGRAR, no encuentran sacerdotes ni ritos que 
hablen su lengua, ni que pueden comprender y orientar 
su religiosidad primitiva, y entonces se acenttia su 
alejamiento de la Iglesia. 


Las estadisticas revelan que el 20% de los hispanos 
asisten a la Misa dominical y quizd estan registrados en las 
parroquias, aunque no todos estos frecuenten los 
sacramentos ni vivan una completa vida cristiana; hacen 
consistir toda su religién en el solo cumplimiento con la 
Misa un notable nimero de ellos. 


Solo un 2% de los bautizados catdlicos pertenecen a los 
movimientos o asociaciones religiosas (Adoracién 
Perpetua, Guadalupanos, Renovavcidn Carismatica, 
grupos biblicos, RENEW, Cursillos, MFC, etc. )=_ Y 
nicamente el escaso uno por ciento son en alguna forma 
evangelizadores o apdstoles que se preocupen por el 80% o 
mas de los algados y hagan algo por ir hacia ellos, 
buscarlos en sus casas y en sus ambientes y ofrecerles 
alguna ayuda espiritual, moral, humana. . . segun el 
Evangelio (Mt. 25, 31). 


COMO EJEMPLO que respalde la_ estadistica 
mencionada, citamos el caso de dos parroquias de 
diferente tipo en el condado de San Diego. 


Los Census Tracts de 1980 (paginas 114, 124) 
manifiestan que en las dreas cubiertas por la parroquia de 
Nuestra Sra. del Monte Carmelo en San Ysidro viven 
17,977 hispanos. Hay allf siete Misas dominicales (dos en 
inglés, cinco en espafiol) en las cuales asisten en promedio 
3,300 hispanos (el 20% de +a poblacidn parroquial); 
quedan ausentes 14,677 (el 80%). El Miércoles de Ceniza 
de 1985 acudieron a recibirla 13,000 (9,700 Ilegan un dia 
del afio al templo con la ignorancia religiosa y el 
fanatismo superticioso propios de la ocasion). Hay en esta 
parroquia unas 150 personas involucradas en las 
asociaciones religiosas y no alcanzan a 50 los dedicados a 
la evangelizacién del 80 por ciento de alejados. 


En las paginas 126 y 132, los Census Tracts denuncian 
2,383 pobladores hispanos en las dreas que abarca la 
parroquia de San Juan de la Cruz en Lemon Grove. A la 
Unica Misa en espajiol y a algunas en inglés acuden un 
promedio de 500 el domingo (20%) y quedan 1,883, el 
80%, que no estan con la Iglesia pero son bautizados. 
Unos 50 lideres (el dos por ciento) hacen algo por la

evangelizacidn de los alejados. 


RECONOCEMOS QUE el lenguaje de las estadisticas 
esté sujeto a la movilidad y a factores de mera 
probabilidad. Pero la semejanza de datos en mas de 60 
parroquias estudiadas sobre los censos, nos da una base 
de aproximacion para repetir que la realidad es asf: 80% 
de los bautizados catdélicos hispanos viven alejados de la 
practica de la Iglesia; 20% asisten a Misa; 2% pertenecen 
a asociaciones religiosas; 1% son evangelizadores 
preocupados como Cristo por la mucha mies y los 
poquisimos obreros (Mt. 9, 37). 


* * * 


Por todo lo anterior, es urgente que el III Encuentro, 
con el enorme esfuerzo que significa, no se quede en 
papeles, celebraciones y buenos deseos. Nos dejé en 
conclusién 34 compromisos y 22 pautas para seguimiento 
(follow up). 


Tendremos que revitalizar equipos parroquiales de 
lideres, integrados por miembros de todas las asociaciones 
y movimientos, para que realicen siquiera uno.o dos 
programas relativos a alguno o algunos de_ los 
compromisos del Encuentro, porque esta obligacién tan 
urgente de profetizar o evangelizar a los hermanos que estan 
lejos, nos corresponde a todos. 


HAY TRES necesidades inmediatas: 


¢ Primera, aumentar el ntimero de los evangelizadores 
que se preocupan por llegar a ese 80 por ciento de los 
nuestros alejados; es irrisorio, vergonzoso, ese ‘‘uno por 
ciento’’ de apdstoles que existen hoy entre nosotros! 


© Segunda, crear e implementar centros, institutos, 
escuelas, instrumentos para una preparacién completa de 
los que evangelizan, en la Biblia, en la doctrina catélica, 
en todas las ciencias y métodos indispensables para esa 
alta misién, como la concibe Paulo VI en Evan. Nuntiadi. 
El que ensefia debe aprender primero. Nadie da lo que no 
tiene. 


¢ Tercera, seria imposible este apostolado de los 
seglares sin el apoyo y auxilio completos de sus pastores: 
obispos, pdrrocos, sacerdotes,- religiosas, que por su 
propia vocacién divina sienten el deber de cooperar con 
los fieles en esta misién urgente que Cristo entregé a su 
Iglesia. ‘‘Pedid — decfa Jestis — al Duefio de la mies que 
mande obreros a sus mies’’ (Mt. 9, 38). Los primeros 
enviados son los pastores; pero los seglares debemos ir con 
ellos, porque ‘‘la mies es mucha...!”’
